Among the Oneidas, in Wisconsin, the agent 
reports no marked change. The tribe has been 
agitated over the question of the allotment in 
‘peveralty of their lands, as yet without satisfac- 
tory result, while ‘‘ the educational and religious 
work seems to move slowly, as it has for the last 
ten or fifteen years!” Among the Menomonees 
of this Agency is to be noted, perhaps, the great- 
est success attending the labors of the Associa- 
tion, but even this is somewhat equivocal and in 
the direction of pine lands, etc., rather than 
‘Christianity. The tribe numbers over 1,300, 
and, in the aggregate, have raised during the 
last year, 2,100 bushels of corn, 565 of oats, 419 


have made 40 tons of maple sugar, have gather- 
ed 10,000 pounds of wild rice, 300 bushels of 
cranberries, and caught and sold $6,000 worth 
of furs. Other labors are put down in cutting 
umber, etc., making an aggregate in cash value, 
all told, of $18,600.
